There are to me two great founda­ 
tion truths throughout the whole Bible 
—“God is love” and “The Lord Is not 
Willing that any should perish.” These 
very 'Yvords are found in I John iv, 8, 
1C; II Tet. iii, 9, but these truths are 
every where in the book. 
Note the 
reason He gives why Jeremiah is to 
write this particular book, ‘‘that they 
may return every man from his evil 
Way , that I may forgive their iniquity 
and their sin” (verse 3). 
We know from chapter xxxii, 1, 2. 
that Jeremiah was a prisoner during 
part of Zedekiah's reign, but we also 
find him a prisoner in today ’s lesson, 
the events of which occurred in t ie 
fourth y ear of Jehoiakim or in the 
fourth y ear after the death of good 
King Josiah (verses 1, 5*. He suffered 
much because of the Lord's message, 
which he so faithfully delivered, so 
much that he said at one time. “1 was 
like a lamb or on ox that is brought 
to the slaughter,” and at another time 
he said: “I am in derision daily ; every 
one mocketh me; * * * I will not make 
mention of Him nor speak any more 
In His name” (chapters xi. 19: xx. 7-9). 
He did not keep this resolution, for the 
fire was so hot within him that he 
could not but speak. 
This makes us 
think of Peter and John in Arts iv. 19. 
20. 
May we all h^ve the same fire 
in us. 
Baruch 
was evidently 
Jeremiah’s 
scribe who did the writing for him 
find to whom he said at this very time, 
as we read in Jer. xlv: “Seeketb fhmi 
great things for thy self? 
Seek them 
n o t” 
It was a message from the 
Lord to him through Jeremiah 
I,et us 
take It too. 
Notice in verses 4 7. 17, 18. how this 
book was written. 
The words were 
the Lord's, the mouth was Jeremiah's, 
and the pen was Baruch’s. That is In­ 
spiration. The Lord did not give Jere­ 
miah the thoughts that he might put 
them into words, but He gave him the 
very words. Hear David also concern­ 
ing the psalms which he wrote, “The 
Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and 
His word was in my tongue” (II Sam. 
xxiii, 2). 
This is In perfect accord 
with II Pet. i, 21.

As Jeremiah was shut up, Baruch 
was to take~the book and read from it 
to all the people the words of the Lord 
in the Lord's house. 
This he did^in 
the ninth month of the fifth y ear of 
Jehoiakim as the people were gath­ 
ered on the fasting day (verses 6. 9). 
Then went one and told the princes 
what he had heard, and the princes 
sent for Baruch, that he might come 
and read to them the words of the 
book. 
This he did. and, although the 
words made them afraid, they said 
they would tell the king these words. 
So they kept the book, but advised 
Baruch that he and Jeremiah would 
do well to hide where no one could 
find them. 
The Lord evidently guided them 
where to hide, for it is said, “The Lord 
hid them” (verses 19, 23). 
The Lord 
so hid Elijah that no one could find 
him (1 Kings xvli. 3; xvlii. 10), and ail 
true believers should greatly rejoice in 
Col. iii. 3. “Your life is hid with Christ 
in God.”

As the king heard It he deliberately 
cut It with his penknife, portion by 
portion, and cast it into the fire until 
he had burned up the whole book. Al­ 
though several pleaded with him not 
to burn it. be would not listen to them. 
None present seemed to be afraid nor 
rend their garments, for were they not 
In the presence of the king and there­ 
fore safe in Indorsing what he did? 
Besides, a king who would send into 
Egy pt for a prophet in order to kill 
him might not hesitate to kill some of 
them if they stood against him. 
If we live in the fear of the Lord 
we will not fear the face of man nor 
what man may do unto us. but the 
devil has said. “All that a man hath 
will he give up for his life” (Job ii. 4). 
and that is true of many of the devil's 
people, but should not be true of any 
child of God. 
One would ihink that the message 
of verses 29-31 to Jehoiakim would 
make any ordinary man to tremble, 
but we rend that “they hearkened 
not.” So blind and deaf does the devil 
make his followers to all but his sug­ 
gestions. 
A servant of the Lord, on 
the contrary , should be blind and deal 
to all but Ills face nr.d Fils voice 
Such was Jeremiah 
See also what Is 
written of our Lord in Isa. xlil, 1. 19. 
Jeremiah was ordered to write the 
same words, with many more, ou a 
new roll (verse 32), and thus vain were 
the king's efforts to destroy the words 
he did not like. There are many todaj 
who dislike many words in the book, 
such as Those concerning the lncarna 
tion, the Deity and the sinless human­ 
ity of Jesus Christ, the resurrection of 
the body , nis return in glory , but most 
of all that there Is no redemption "but 
by His precious blood and that those 
who reject Him must go to the lake 
of fire. 
But His word stands and is 
forever settled in heaven

But, alas, 
how often they are deceived.

If drunkards were made in a day 
men would probably take warning 
from the consequences of intemper 
ance, but because they are net how 
many are deluded and deceived. 
But 
we should not be. 
Delay ed dangers 
are little less desirable than immedi 
ate (Mies. The results. If slow, are sure. 
“At the last it bitetb like a serpent 
and stlngeth like an adder.” The wise 
man considers the final consequences 
of his acts. 
The danger of beginning 
lies in the fact that the probability of 
continuing until “the last ’ is so great, 
and therefore the smallest of begin 
nings should never be made. 
The only sure safety from drunken 
ness Is total abstinence. 
No man 
knows when he takes the first glass 
what the final result will be, but every 
man knows that if be never takes the 
first glass he can never become a 
drunkard. 
Why . then, begin at all? 
Why run the risk perhaps of awaken 
ing a latent appetite that may all too 
soon produce direful evils or of form 
ing a habit that in the end can only 
mean suffering and sorrow? 
Solo­ 
mon's rule fur safety still holds good, 
and it is the only one that does—“Look 
not thou upon the wine when it is 
red, when it giveth his color in the 
cup, when it moveth itself aright.” 
He who never sees an adder can never 
be stung by one. 
He who absolutely 
avoids strong drink can never taste its 
woes. 
Let us. therefore, avoid its use 
altogether. 
If tempted by friends let 
us have the courage to refuse. 
Let us 
avoid the places where it is sold; dis 
courage its use in the home and in 
social circles, where so much danger 
lies and so much harm Is done.

The mere reading of the category of 
consequences, it would seem, should 
be enough to keep men from the 
temptations of this great evil, and 
y et it does not do so. 
In spite of all 
warnings the ranks of the U emper- 
ate never seem to grow less. 
But the 
final consequences of drunk&xeess are 
no less awful to each victim because 
of the great uumbers of those who fol­ 
low in this way . 
Let the y oung be 
warned and let the life of each one be 
of such a character that the ripened 
fruits of this gigantic evil will never 
be possible to them. 
The supreme reason why men are 
so easily led into the dangers of drunk­ 
enness undoubtedly lies In the fact 
that its worst consequences are often 
so long delay ed. 
The beginnings are 
small and hence the consciences of 
men are lulled to sleep and they have 
a sense of safety , althQugh it is false. 
“Who hath woe” and all the other 
horrors of this evil? “They that ‘tarry 
long’ at the wine, they that go to seek 
mixed wine,” they that go to places 
of revelry , who “hunt out where ca­ 
rousals are taking place!”

“beginners” in the use of intoxicating 
drinks never expect to “tarry long” at 
the wine.

London literally is threatened with 
a famine. The Woolwich garrison had 
to await breakfast until troops es­ 
corted 
food 
from 
the 
c o n tra cto r’ 
6tores. 
Several morning papers ap­ 
pear curtailed owing to the shortage 
o f paper. 
The general shortage of 
provisions is not being severely felt, 
but unless the troops effect an issue 
o f provisions from the docks attd 
warehouse 
markets 
or 
unless 
the 
strike be settled the pinch will come 
when the retailers seek to renew their 
stocks. 
Many west end hotels, clubs 
and restaurants are without ice. 
The 
scarcity of meat is felt in many places, 
even in the hospitals. 
The price of 
meat has already risen greatly an<T 
fruit is scarce. 
Vast quantities of 
produce is accumulating, but it can­ 
not be unloaded or distributed. 
The number of strikers is increas­ 
ing. 
The great railway stations at 
Paddington, Mary lebone, St. Pancreas 
and Kings Cross are all affected, as 
well as the Southern lines. 
In East 
London few omnibuses are running 
and vans and motors are almost en­ 
tirely absent from Tower Hill. Petrol 
cannot be obtained to return the mo­ 
tors . Where normally the rattle of 
wagon wheels is heard, nothing is au­ 
dible but the voices of strikers and 
the shouting of the speakers. It is so 
in other districts cf London. The dis­ 
tribution of commodities is paraly zed. 
The Great Northern, the Great West­ 
ern, the Great Central and the Midland 
railway s have made no deliveries. 
The strikers declare they will re­ 
main out until the demands of every 
union have been settled.

$2 a bushel now. 
The wise housewife is

down the potato rations, as the cost 
of living is going to he high this win­ 
ter to say the least. 
The peach crop is said to be fairly 
good and there'are plenty of apples, 
but the quality is not going to be 
good in this community , owing to the 
drouth.

Cost of $48 ,000,000. 


Y rshington, Aug. 11.—In a bill just 
introduced, Senator Cullom p rop oses 
th at the national government shall be 
gin the construction of imp roved high­ 
way s as p art of its general sy stem of 
internal imp rovements and shall p ro­ 
vide for such work on as liberal a 
scale as m arked congressional action 
in making p rovision for river and har­ 
bor work or even for the construction 
of the Panam a canal. 
It p rop oses to make p rovision for 
seven great national roads from the 
national cap ital. 
They are to be 
known as the W ashington, Roosevelt, 
Lincoln, 
Great 
National, 
Jefferson, 
Monroe and Lee highway s. 
The bill declares there is no doubt 
of the p ower of congress to undertake 
such 
internal 
imp rovements 
under 
either the w ar making p ower, the in­ 
terstate commerce clause, or the au­ 
thority to establish p ost roads. 
The W ashington national highway 
would run from the city of W ashing­ 
ton to Portland, Me.; the Roosevelt 
highwray to Niagara Falls; the Lincoln 
highway to Seattle, Wash., via Chica­ 
go; 
the 
Great 
National 
Interstate 
highway almost due west from Wash 
ington to the Pacific; the Jefferson 
highway across New Mexico, Arizona 
and California to San Francisco;’ the
